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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to suggest, or make obvious, the claimed method of manufacturing a cable anchoring 
jaw including at least wherein the interrupted cuts are performed so as to impart to each bridge a 
surface, directed towards the corresponding slot, of which at least a portion is inclined relative to 
a direction perpendicular to a radial plane of the slot so that the bridge breaks at a determined 
position along the direction.
